London, Aug. IO.— W hile the Austro- 
Clerrnan armies made fresh progress 
in their campaign against the Rus­ 
sians the conflict on the western front 
took 
on a new 
impetus, 
Sir 
John 
French, commander of the British ex­ 
peditionary force, reporting a fierce 
artillery engagement in which British 
and French forces captured trenches 
at Hooge along a front of 1,200 yards. 
The occupation of Praga, reported 
by Berlin, brings to a dramatic cli- 
mas the first phase of the drive at 
the Polish capital and tho tt'gion of 
Eastern Poland of which W arsaw is 
the dominating center 
Praga is es­ 
sentially a part of tile capital, with 
great railroad stations on the roads 
running to Petrograd and Moscow. 
Few details have been received of 
Grand link** Nicholas’ final stand at 
Praga. but the indications tire that 
the withdrawal of the Russians be­ 
came Imperative to escape from tile 
German lines gradually drawing to­ 
gether in their rear. 
Warsaw now is the apex of a vast 
lctt or V, the arms of which are the 
river Narew on the north and the 
Vistula on the south. 


German Lines Contracting.

these rivers are contracting gradually 
as th** armies in th** north and those 
in the south approach each other Tho 
strip of territory across which the 
Rurssians may withdraw to safer po­ 
sitions now- is hardly more titan thir­ 
ty miles across.

"Sweden looks like an armed camp 
and all the troops are ready for a 
brush with the enem y,” says George 
Malmgren, who has just 
returned 
from a visit In the old country and 
who is the guest of friends in Brain­ 
erd. 
“German agents and buyers,” said 
Mr. Malmgren, "are around as thick 
as hair on a hog s back, over bidding 
the Allies or anybody else on any­ 
thing that tan he bought.

way from lh to 20 per cent higher Is 
generally paid by the Germans.

only thing thai Germany appears to 
be well supplied with is artus, am ­ 
munition. cotton and copper, of w hich 
some make the claim that Germany

continued Mr. Mainl­ 
ine Scandinavians are receiv­ 
ing nothing less than 1,400 kroner 
up to 2,800 kroner for their horses 
and of course the horses are a much 
better grade than what the Allies 
are able to get in America. 
“There Is a great amount of sym ­ 
pathy among all Scandinavians for 
Germany. 
The general opinion over 
there Is that Germany will have tin 
Allies subdued before another winter 
is over.
